Three returning All-Great Plains Athletic Conference selections 
head the list of 1975 squad members. Defensive tackle Dave Thom 
(top photo) transferred to Fort Hays State from the University of 
Montana last season and immediately won a starting job on the 
defensive line. He impressed the Tiger coaches and opposing 
coaches alike as he made 71 tackles during the season and anchored 
the team’s stubborn defense. 

Split end Ron Hawley (middle photo) has been named to the 
All-GPAC squad two straight years and has also led the conference 
in pass receiving both seasons. He has pulled down 42 aerials each 
year for a total of 1,262 yards. Hawley was also voted to the All- 
NAIA District 10 team for his play as a sophomore. 

Offensive tackle Scott Soukup (bottom photo) is the veteran 
of the offensive unit this season as he has won three previous let- 
ters at FHS. Soukup is rated highly by the Tiger coaches for his 
effective blocking and great determination. A 6-3, 245-pounder, he 
has already drawn the attention, of scouts from several professional 
teams, Soukup, along with Hawley, was elected by his teammates as 
co-captain of the offensive unit.

A History of Progress 

Fort Hays Kansas State College marked its 73rd birthday in 
June. The institution is a tax-supported liberal and applied arts 
college, established and maintained by the state. 

The college opened June 23, 1902 with 34 students, two faculty 
members and 19 courses. For two years the college held its sessions 
in two old Fort Hays buildings on the fort grounds. 

The institution has grown to its present enrollment of an 
estimated 4,600 students, with more than 800 courses and about 
250 faculty members. 

The campus is located immediately to the southwest of the 
city limits of Hays on Big Creek, which wanders through the cam- 
pus. The campus proper consists of about 80 acres, while all of the 
college land totals 4,160 acres. 
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1975 Preview 

Outlook 

For the first Lime in its history Fort Hays State has six home games on 
its schedule, and the Tigers hope to use their familiar surroundings to return 
to their winning form of two years ago. Many of last season's starters on 
offense and defense are returning, and the experience in key areas will be 
a determining factor if the Tigers are to turn their football fortunes around. 
Some positions are sure to be contested, but the depth throughout the roster 
assures that capable performers are on hand to battle for the jobs. Several 
talented transfers and a fine group of freshmen will join the 20 returning 
lettennen in filling out the roster. 

An exciting list of opponents will come into Lewis Field Stadium this 
fall, and the Tigers will face stern tests each time they go on the road. The 
schedule of teams reads the same as last year, so the Tigers are certain of 
being matched in the same kind of close, hard-fought games they have 
played in the past. The highlight of the schedule will again be the title chase 
in the Great Plains Athletic Conference, and the prospects for a typical GPAC 
race are exciting. 

Offense 

A potentially explosive offensive attack that blends balanced running 
and passing games adds promise to the team's outlook. The young back field 
picked up experience under pressure last season, and the Tigers should begin 
to reap the benefits this fall. The quarterback job may go to sophomore Greg 
Custer, but another pair of sophomores, Robert Douglas and Kirk Lieu ranee, 
are expected to challenge Custer during p re -season practices. Custer took 
over the controls late last season and directed the Tiger offense well. 

The running back spots are claimed by a pair of juniors with two years 
of experience. Tailback Blane Johnson led the team in rushing last season 
and impressed the coaching staff with his fine showing during spring drills. 
Fullback Craig Horchem has proved he can pick up valuable yardage with 
his hard running, and he should continue to improve each season. Johnson, 
the break-away threat, and Horchem, the power runner, work well together 
and should combine for a multi-faceted running attack. Top back-up duty 
could go to sophomore Scott Christ, 

Split end Ron Hawley has led the Tigers and the GPAC in receiving the 
last two years and has been named to the all- conference squad both times. 
He has pulled down 42 aerials each season and should be the primary target 
in the team's passing plans again. Speedy Dave Meter is a top candidate for 
the slot back position, and he could prove to be a double threat in the Tiger 
offensive attack. The tight end job is up for grabs with several talented 
prospects getting a look. 

Only two starters are back on the offensive line, but they provide a 
solid base to build on; Both tackle Scott Soukup and guard Steve Thompson 
are rated by the Tiger coaches as among the best in the conference and are 
valuable for their leadership as well as their blocking. Soukup was an AU- 
GPAC selection a year ago and has drawn the attention of pro scouts for 
his fine play. Leading contenders for the vacant starting assignments are 
Craig Broadbent at center and Robb Ross at one tackle. 

Defense 

With the entire front line and linebacker corps returning, the Tiger 
defense may be even stronger this year. The defensive set-up combines ex- 
perience with youth and features eight starters from last fall. The depth on 
the line should come in handy as the season progresses, All-GPAC tackle 
Dave Thom heads the strong group, while tackle Jim Homolka and nose 
guard Bill Turner are back for their sophomore campaigns with added size 
and experience. Two former Tigers, John East and Scott Warner, are also 
rejoining the squad. 

A veteran and versatile unit of linebackers should anchor the FHS 
defense. With Chris Cullen and Darrell Herl in the middle and Jim Wilson 
and Danny Boyce on the outside, the Tigers expect stronger support against 
the run or the pass. The secondary remains a questionable area with only 
two proven players, safety Bruce Van Petten and cornerback Kent Griffin, 
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Head Coach Bill Giles 

As Bill Giles enters his fourth year 
at Fort Hays State, for the first time he 
will have the entire squad made up of 
his own recruits. Many of those young 
players made tremendous progress last 
season while gaining experience under 
pressure. 

During his eight years as a head 
coach at the college level, Giles has com- 
piled a 34-39-1 record, including a 27-18 
mark in his five seasons at Chadron 
State College. He inherited a losing pro- 
gram at Chadron State and guided his 
teams to winning seasons four out of his 
five years. With the talent Giles has 
amassed on the 1975 Tiger squad, it appears the FHS program 
may also be ready to skyrocket. 

Before coaching at Chadron State, Giles coached high school 
football for four years at Bertrand, Sidney and Norfolk, Neb. with 
a record of 25-11. He then was line coach and head baseball coach 
at Kearney State College four years before moving to Eastern New 
.x„ Mexico University where he held the head baseball job and interior 
■ jyline coaching position. The following year he accepted a position at 
-ArHiram Scott College for one year and then moved to Chadron. 

Giles was a stand-out, all-around athlete at Alliance, Neb. High 
School and a two-sport letterman (football and baseball) while at 
the University of Nebraska. He was a starting end on the NU 
Orange Bowl team of 1955 and w r on all-district and All- America 
honors as a first baseman that year. His .460 batting average led 
what was then the Big Seven Conference in 1955. He was signed 
to a professional contract by Joe Gordon and played one year in 
the California State League before turning to high school teaching. 

Giles' family includes his wife, Joan, and their four children, 
Kim, 20 ; Bill, 17 ; Doug, 14 and Kerri, 12. 

He is a member of numerous professional organizations includ- 
ing Phi Epsilon Kappa, the national honorary physical education 
fraternity, and the American Football Coaches Association. 
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Defensive Coordinator Jerry Cullen 

Jerry Cullen is in his fourth year 
on the Fort Hays State coaching staff 
after also coming from Chadron State 
College. He previously coached two years 
at Arvada West High School, Arvada, 
Colo., and one year at St. Procopius Col- 
lege, III., before going to Chadron State. 

Cullen received his bachelor’s de- 
gree from the University of Northern 
Colorado in 1965 and his master’s in 
physical education from Chadron State 
in 1970. 

He lettered four years in football 
and three years in track while at UNC. 
He was selected Most Valuable Football 
Player at UNC in 1964 while capturing the Rocky Mountain Ath- 
letic Conference rushing title for the second time. 

Cullen will be in charge of the defensive secondary, linebackers 
and offensive running backs as well as coordinating the entire 
defense in 1975. 


Offensive Line Coach Barry All 

Barry Allen returns for his fourth 
year on the Fort Hays State coaching 
staff while also handling the duties of 
head wrestling coach. Before coming to 
the Tigers, he held coaching positions at 
Lanark High School, Lanark, 111.; Lin- 
coln High School, Lincoln, 111.; North- 
ern Illinois University, DeKalb, 111. ; and 
Kearney State College. 

Alien received his bachelor’s degree 
from Bradley University, Peoria, III., in 
1963 and his master’s at Northern Illi- 
nois University in 1967. 

In 1962 he was chosen by “LOOK” 
magazine as honorable mention All- 
America in a pre-season poll. He was selected captain of the foot- 
ball team his senior year at Bradley. 

Allen will concentrate on coaching the offensive line and the 
kicking game this year for the Tigers. 




Defensive Line Coach Ed McNeil 



Ed McNeil begins his 19th year on 
the FHS coaching staff and moves to 
defensive line coach this season. For the 
last two years he has been the team's 
administrative assistant after 16 years 
of previous coaching experience on the 
field. 

McNeil has also been the FHS gym- 
nastics coach for 17 years and has built 
the gymnastics program to national 
prominence. In the last three seasons 
the squad has compiled a 30-4 record 
and finished no lower than fourth in the 
NAIA Championships. 

He first came to FHS in 1957 after 
stints as assistant football coach at College of Emporia and the 
University of North Dakota. He earned his bachelor’s at Kansas 
State University in 1949 and his master's from the same institution 
in 1950. A four-year letterman at Kansas State, he was named 
honorable mention All-America as a tackle his senior year. McNeil 
earned his Ed.S at Fort Hays State in 1967.

Tiger Club 

The purpose of the Tiger Club in Hays is to promote and finan- 
cially aid Fort Hays State’s Athletic Department with its varsity 
sports programs. Organized in the fall of 1969, the Tiger Club has 
grown in membership from the original 10 persons to approximately 
200 men at the present time. 

Under the leadership of its first president, J. D. Williams and 
succeeding presidents Bill Rymph, Homer Schwarz, Harley Rhoads, 
Howard Tea ter and Dr. Larry Good, the club has grown steadily and 
accelerated its program for the benefit of the Athletic Department. 

Scholarship Contributors 

Fort Hays State scholarship contributors are counted on for 
most of the financial assistance in the Tiger scholarship program. 
Each year numerous individuals and businesses are asked to partici- 
pate in the athletic program through financial contributions. 

Since the FHS scholarship program does not receive any state 
money, scholarship contributors are almost the sole means for pro- 
viding financial assistance for top athletes who decide to attend FHS. 

Full financial aid, which in the Great Plains Athletic Confer- 
ence includes tuition, fees, books, instructional supplies, a job and 
one meal a day during the season, are given to football, basketball 
and track athletes at FHS. Other varsity athletic programs receive 
partial assistance to aid the athletes. 

Beef Club 

The Tiger Beef Club is currently in its fourth year of existence 
for the purpose of supporting FHS athletics. 

Individuals who decide to join the Beef Club have two options- 
First, they can donate a steer to the Athletic Department or, second, 
they can donate $200 to the program and the department will buy a 
steer in the person’s name. The. department feeds the stock out and 
when the stock is marketed and expenses paid, the profits go di- 
rectly into the Athletic Department budget. 

The first three years were highly successful and provided a 
tremendous boost for the athletic program. With the membership 
in the dub growing annually, the outlook for the Tiger Beef Club 
is progressively better.
